JEFFERSON — A former Maysville Boy Scout leader 
was found guilty Tuesday on one count each of child 
molestation and sodomy. 

James Scott Rodgers, 46, has been sentenced to 
serve 20 years on each count for a total of 40 years, 
according to the court docket. The sentences are to be 
served consecutively. 

The trial began Monday and ended around noon 
Tuesday, a spokeswoman in the Jackson County clerk 
of court's office said. 

Rodgers had been charged with molesting members 
of his troop while on a field trip last year. He was 
arrested Nov. 17 at his home on Dixon Bridge Road. He 
also was charged with one count of child molestation in 
central Georgia's Houston County, on Oct. 31.

Mr. Rodgers had been arrest- 
ed on Nov. 1 and charged with 
child molestation in connection 



with an alleged incident with one 
youth during an Oct. 28 camping 
trip, GBI spokesman John Bank- 
head said. On that trip, the scout 
troop had initially planned to 
camp overnight near Columbus, 
but ended up spending the night 
at an unspecified location in 
Houston County, he said. 

Mr^ Rodgers was arrested and 
placed in the Houston County Jail 
on charges of child molestation, 
but/ he was later released on bond 
and returned home to Maysville, 
Mr. Bankhead said.
